Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  December  81st,  1905. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  number  of  Births  registered  was  161, 
and  the  number  of  Deaths  77,  with  the  corresponding  numbers  in  1901 
of  173  and  73  respectively. 

Births.— Of  the  161  Births,  79  were  males  and  82  females. 
Included  in  these  were  6  males  and  5  females  illegitimate. 

The  Birth  Rate  per  thousand,  on  an  estimated  population  of 
4200,  is  38*38  as  compared  with  48-25  last  year  (estimated  population 
4000). 

Deaths. — Of  the  73  Deaths,  41  were  males  and  38  females, 
and  which  represents  a  Death  Rate  on  an  estimated  population  of  4200 
of  18-38  per  thousand.  The  corresponding  rate  last  year  (estimated 
population  4000)  was  18*25.  If  allowance  be  made  for  the  9  Deaths 
from  Small-Pox,  which  occurred  in  Lunn  Wood  Hospital  (all  imported 
cases)  the  Death  Rate  is  reduced  to  16*19.  A  slightly  lower  rate  than 
last  year.

The  principle  causes  of  death  of  children  under  one  year  :  — 
29  children  died  representing  a  death  rate  of  180*12  per  thousand 
births  registered.  The  rate  last  year  was  107*05  and  the  average  for 
the  previous  ten  years  has  been  168  per  thousand  per  annum.  The 
highest  rate  was  288*1  in  1901,  and  the  lowest  108*4  in  1887.

It  must  be  observed  that  the  whole  of  the  9  deaths  from  Small¬ 
pox  occurred  in  a  Public  Institution  and  that  not  one  of  the  cases 
originated  in  your  district.  This  point  should  be  noted  when  looking 
at  the  death  rate. 

Inquests.  -  During  the  year  6  Inquests  were  held. 

Deaths  of  residents  registered  in  public  institutions  beyond  the 
District.  These  number  three  all  of  whom  died  in  the  Union 
Workhouse,  Barnsley.

In  1905  the  number  was  73  showing  a  very  marked  decrease. 
It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  case  of  any  description  has  been 
notified  during  the  months  of  September  and  November. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 19  cases  have  been  notified  chiefly  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Bemoval  to  the  Hospital  has  been  insisted 
upon  where  means  of  isolation  were  deficient.

Small-pox. — The  district  has  been  again  quite  free,  and  this 
is  highly  gratifying  considering  the  serious  epidemic  of  this  disease 
continued  outside  the  district  in  the  early  months  of  the  year. 

Measles. — Has  not  been  prevalent  although  5  deaths  were 
certified  as  due  to  this  disease. 

Nuisances. — 17  cases  have  been  notified.  These  include  one 
case  of  overcrowding  and  one  defective  privy  accommodation 
necessitating  reconstruction.  After  the  usual  notices  had  been  served 
all  have  been  properly  abated. 

Workshops. — In  December,  Mr.  Ed.  Wild  residing  in 
Barnsley  opened  the  Old  Paper  Mill  at  Smithies  as  a  Fustian  Factory 
employing  20  hands  (2  men  and  24  girls).  This  comes  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  and  under  your  jurisdiction.  This 
Mill  1  visited  and  inspected,  drawing  attention  to  various  defects  and 
irregularities.  These  I  hope  to  find  remedied  upon  my  next  visit. 

The  usual  Tables  as  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  County  Council  are  enclosed.
